The 
estate of Bam Babadur Singh in the Allahabad division paid 86 per cent. The 
Singhapur estate, however, beats all other estates in this matter. Its gross income 
‘3 Rs, 2,258 only, while it pays Government Rs. 3,000 as revenue and Rs, 395 
gs cesses. The report under review does not show how the deficit is made up. 
There is a general ‘complaint that the owners of estates when placed under the 
Court of Wards are not given adequate and suitable allowances for their support.

‘bribes in order to get the post of chapradsi in criminal courts on Ks. 4 a month.

Corruption might be 
grat checked if officers occasionally made secret mquiries into the conduct of the 
Oficials ‘subordinate to them. The indifference of Government to a widespread evil 
like corruption is inconceivable. Ifnot checked it is sure to prove injurious to 
Government sooner or later.
